The  I’rovincial  Secretary, 

Sir: — I have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  State- 
ment of  Cash  receipts  and  di.sbursenients  for  1875-7(5, 
Ledger  Balances,  and  Statement  of  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  on 
30th  ultimo.  I have  made  the  latter  as  descriptive  as 
possible  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a long  report. 

The  assets  are  set  down  at  value  as  shewn  in  the 
ledger,  with  the  exception  of  outstanding  taxes  for 
the  current  year,  which  arc  taken  from  the  Collector’s 
rolls. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  allow  outstanding  accounts 
at  the  close  of  the  financial  year  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
collections  of  the  early  part  of  the  next  year.  The 
amount  of  these  outstandings  has  not  varied  much  un- 
til the  current  year,  at  the  commencement  of  which 
the  liabilities  of  the  previous  year  were  greatly  in  ex- 
cess of  those  of  former  years.  Thus  the  actual  cash 
expenditure  of  1875,  should  be  augmented  by  about 
$5,000,  and  that  of  1876  correspondingly  diminished. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I have  carefully 
noted  all  payments  made  to  or  in  the  interest  of  any 
members  of  the  Corporation,  and  herewith  forward  a 
list  of  those  payments.  The  receipts  for  these  can  be 
seen  at  the  Council  Chambers.

Water  Works,  to  30th  ultimo.  In  presenting  the 
former,  I beg  to  refer  you  to  certain  accounts  which 
may  require  more  explanation  than  can  be  given  in 
that  form. 

The  account  called  “construction”  has  received  all 
the  original  accounts  opened  for  main  pipes  charges, 
contracts  of  all  kinds,  &c.,  &c.,  and  shows  the  entire 
cost  to  date  of  the  works,  with  the  exception  of 
service  pipes,  the  cost  of  which,  being  recoverable, 
has  been  charged  to  Kevenue. 

The  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  Account  shows 
that  ample  provision  has  been  made  thus  far  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Debentures. 

The  first  issue  of  Debentures  ($100,000),  was  sold 
at  par;  the  second  ($50,000),  which  took  place  on  or 
about  the  5th  September,  1875,  at  a discount  of  12J 
per  cent.,  and  realized  $43,750,  the  Coupons  then

The  QUEEN’S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  the  “Foreign  Deserters  Act 
1852,”  it  is  provided  that  whenever  it  is  made 
to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  due  facilities  are  or  will 
be  given  for  recovering  or  apprehending  Seamen  who 
desert  from  British  Merchant  Ships  in  the  territories 
of  any  Foreign  power,  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in

ty that  due  facilities  are  given  for  recovering  and  ap- 
prehending Seamen  who  desert  from  British  ships  in 
^he  territories  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Hawaii. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of 
the  power  vested  in  Her  by  the  said  “ Foreign  Deser- 
ters Act,  1852,”  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  is  pleased  to  order  and  declare,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered  and  declared  that  from  and  after  the 
publication  hereof  in  the  “London  Gazette”  Seamen 
not  being  slaves,  and  not  being  British  Subjects,  who 
within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  desert  from  Merchant 
ships  belonging  to  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  shall  be  li- 
■able  to  be  apprehended  and  carried  on  board  their  res- 
pective ships. 

Provided  always,  that  if  any  such  Deserter  has  com- 
mitted any  crime  in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  he  may 
be  detained  until  he  has  been  tried  by  a competent 
Court,  and  until  his  sentence  (if  any)  has  been  fully 
carried  into  efiect.
